ted by the Commission, on authority of a prev- 
ious ordinance, to draw up a suit of annexa. 
tion and to update engineering reports of Lo. 
th ir i-id adjacent neighborhoods for consider, 
ation at the next meeting of the Board. 

A similiar annexation document with 
engineer s stud! were draw n up lost vear 
and read to the Commissioners, and public 
hearings r I.rlhiir residents were held, hut 
r further ef.ort U annex the community was 
made. 

L ice those efforts were made at the pre- 
vious urgt g of the state Director Fick- 
ard wondered today why they had not been 
I II wed up on. 

Commlssiorer C. B. Feltncr said the city 
had not pursued the annexation then because 
it was at a loss" in determining just how- 
large an area should be an lexcd, and just 
where funds were available to finance the cost 
oi such a venture. 

Commissioner Jack Burnett agreed, saying 
that the question of money held up the annex- 
at.on He said he had not been assured that 
the city could borrow money for the costs of 
annexation and added sewer extension without 
jeopardizing its present financial status. 

Mr. Pickard said that revenue bonds were 
the proper instrument for raising whatever 
funds were necessary, and that they would 
place no additional financial burden on the city 
or the tax payers. 

Fickard also said he believed most of the 
people in Lothair were in favor of being an- 
nexed to Hazard. He said he had letters from 
prominent Lothair individuals urging the an- 
nexation. and tnat no one had wmten him 
protesting it. 



Hazard Mayor Willie Dawaharc estimated 
that 90 per cent of Lothair residents favored 
being annexed to Hazard, though Commissioner 
Feltncr expressed his opinion that 75 per cent 
of t.ie people there opposed it. 

City Attorney Faulkner said he expected 
opposition to arise against the annexation at- 
tempt, but added We've had opposition to 
every Ihing of a progressive nature" we’ve 
ever done, and that opposition would not like- 
ly be great enough to prevent annexation. 

Other reasons for Hazard's taking in Lo- 
Ihair were discussed. 

Mr Fickard paid trl'.ute to Hazard's past 
record of progress and growth, but expressed 
i doubt Mat this image could be maintained 
if it failed to deal with the problem of Lothair s 

sewage. 

He sa;d the state was now iprcparkig a list 
of Kentucky s “progressive cities" at the 
r quest o r the federal government, which is 
now in the process of selecting those commu- 
nities which will receive particular emphasis 
in the vari us re-development programs, and 
that i city with a sewage outlet just above its 
water intake could hardly be called progris- 
sive. 

Mayer Dawahare, an outspoken advocate 
rf a-inexirg Lothnir. said that only communi- 
ties of 10 000 population or more were being 
pushed as growth centers by the federal agen- 
cies, nd that since Lrthair and Hazard are 
actually the same commuuity, they should be 
made so in fact. 

Mr. Pickard pt ir.tcd to Louisville as an 
example of a community wh ch failed to re- 
main intact, with the result that row six 
indeiendent sixtn class cities surround Louis- 
ville roper, and that great dif ri cult'rs nave 
ari''"i because n f separate sewage and water 
facilities and systems. 

He urged Hazard to net allow that to 
hamen berm but instead, that local people 
w-rk together as a single community.

Is Your Vote For Sale? 



Throughout the political history o! Eastern 
Kentucky * several counties, the disgrateiul 
practice of buying votes has been so wide- 
spread that it has become relatively common- 
place Tradition has it that on election day. 
the candidate and his boosters appear at the 
various precinct polls, one hand filled with 
campaign leaflets, the other stufted w th dol- 
lar bills 

Over the years, the practice of vote-buy- 
ing ha* become a little more sophisticated than 
that. True, money still lloats around at the 
polls and candidates are sometimes seen tak- 
ing a little walk behind the school house with 
a fellow about to vote inside. 

Hut in recent years especially here in the 
mountains, the spread of poverty and th* con- 
sequent rise of an elaborate welfare system 
have created a situation which almost makes 
the greenback obsolete. 

Other things of greater value now buy 
more votes than hard, cold cash ever could 

Some people, for example, would distri- 
bute food and clothing to needy people and 
expect political favor in return. 

The giving out of such necessities of life, 
usually collected from generous, well-meaning 
people who do not suspect their gifts are be- 
ing used for political purposes, is very ng 
business all over the mountains these days 

A lot of agencies and individuals are in 
the act, pa'Sing out the coveted items, and all 
too often claiming personal credit for someone 
else s generosity. 

ottier candidates have another kind ot 
“money' to spend for votes during election 
season. This money' is nothing less than the 
power to lure and fire Many are the people 
whose jobs depend upon the success of a par- 
ticular candidate. Many are the people who 
must contribute to a candidate's campaign 
fund, or else n*k finding themselves unem- 
ployed. 

This practice is usually most flagrant in 
the Various public jobs Men in such positions 
as those on the unemployed fatners work 
crews are particularly vulnerable to this kind 
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of pressure, because in spite of the standards 
and regulations lor their employment estab- 
lished by the government, few of tnem could 
survive on the job if an mlluenctial inan in 
government determined to have him iirevl. 

Welfare recipients are perhaps even more 
vulnerable to the pressures ol political ma- 
chines than anyone And the pressure such 
machines can exert on election day is far more 
compelling than cash. Often, a family s total 
lite secur.ty, as represented by continuing wel- 
fare support, is jeopardized if its members o:- 
fer.d powerful political figures This is a hard 
(act to ignore when a person so dependant 
steps into the voting booth. 

With so much money " of various kinds 
being used to influence an individual s vote, 
what can that individual do to protect himself'.' 

First of all, he should recognize that he 
owes no candidate a favor ll a candidate has 
done some particular service lor the voter, r 
pretends he hast in most cases it is r.o more 
tnan he should have done 

If the candidate has given the voter cloth- 
es. the voter should a>k that candidate where 
he got them. 

If the candidate has got you on the wel- 
fare tlie voter should feel no obligation to 
that individual candidate, but, rather, to the 
generosity of the public whose luxe- provide 
i he wellare 

The same is true ot the public works 
projects mast ot the men on those crews de- 
serve to be on them, by regulations establish 
ed by the federal government, and the local 
administrators of the program are merely do- 
ing their job tor which they are paid, and the 
lathers owe them nothing 

Of course, to really protect himself, most 
individuals who are dependent upon these var 
ious enterprises for clothing, jobs and security, 
must keep their true opinions to taeniselves 
at least until election day 

Then, on that day. in the privacy of Un- 
voting booth, he should exercise his personal 
choice, without regard to lalse lures and in- 
ducements outside it. 



For Those Who Need It Most 



The school systems of both Hazard and 
perry County are now awaiting approval ot 
t.ieir applications that will allow them to par- 
ticipate in this summer's nation-wide Head 
Start ' project. 

Head Start" is a preschool of 8 meeks 
duration, beginning in early June, for under 
priviled^ed children who need a summer kin- 
uergarte.i to prepare them for the big exper- 
ience of entering first grade in Septemoer 
This idea is a very good one, and it is 
pleasing la see our local school systems eager 
to take part in it, on behalf ol the local poor 
children who need it. 

But it seems appropriate during this plan- 
ning stage of the project, to remind the school 
administrators, and the general public, that 
this is not to be simply a free kindergarten 
fjr any mother who wants to enroll her child 
Unless steps are taken to prevent it, there 
rfenis to ex.st the possibility that many chil- 
dren who do r.ol need "Head Start'' will be 
enrolled nevertheless thereby taking the place 
a more needy child could well fill This will 
be t o bad if d happen- Steps must be taken 
now to insure that the really needy children 
have first priority ui the program 

This is how the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity describes the children Head Start 
i» designed for 



"Msny of th*s* children have never seen 
a book, held a crayon, or seen flowers grow 
mg in a garden. Inadequate diet saps their 
energy. Their poor sight or hearing goes un- 
noticed, their bad teeth ignored In their homes 
they hear littla besides curt commands, and 
cannot budo the vocabulary they need to ex 
press themselves." 

Tnere are hundreds ol such children, many 
in worse shape than these word- describe, 
ri.ht here in Perry County, who desperately 
need the pre-school program th.s summer, if 
hey are to avoid starting school at a big di-- 
advantage. 

Their circumstance is made more difficult 
because in many cases their parents won l even 
know about Head Start unles* somebody makes 
a point ol telhng them. 

Let s hope botti the city and county school 
systems understand this, and make some ef- 
tort to teat the bushes everywhere to make 
sure the really needy children are enrolled in 
the project 

We citizens who are fairly comfortable can 

make our own contribution to the effort by 
helping to locate underpriviledged children 
eligible lor the training, arul also by refraining 
from crowding the kindergartens with our own 
,’iddren. if it means crowding out a child who 
leeds the training more

Attorney Clarifies Point

I have had forwarded to me a copy of an article which 

appeared in your paper regarding the Mount Mary and A|> 
palachian Heginnal Hospital condition In this article it was 
stated that the Area Hedevelopment Administration laid down 
two condition* for consolidation of the two hospitals I do not 
know where the information came from and whether these 
conditions were issued by the AHA. but nothing wa« said at 
the meeting I attended at Washington regarding these two 
conditions. 

Chief Counsel. Mr Thoma* Harvey, stated he would not 
«av in advance whether or not he would approve an agree- 
ment ol consolidation He said that the Appalachian Group and 
the Mount Mary Hospital would have to enter into an agree- 
ment which would be submilled to the Government and at 
that lime he would make a decision At no time in the meet- 
ing was it staled what conditions would have to be met in 
such an agreement 

These conditions are the conditions that were set by the 
Hazard Appalachian Regional Hospital’s Hr Kl:«k.i 

The Grant Agreement between the Fed il Government 
and the Appalachian Regional Hospitals doe- not mention 
these conditions and stales only that if the Appalachian Region- 
al Hospitals dispose of any of the assets secured b\ reason 
of the 13.900.000 grant it can only lie done by approval of 
the 1 s> Government What agreement the t S Government 
we ii* approve ,s not stated in the grant agrei -nt. n-- was 
t stated al the meeting in Washington 

I hope this is a proper clarification of the meeting attend- 
ed by me I certainly hope that something agreeable can be 
worked out so that Mount Mary Hospital can continue to exist 
ami tv render the services that it has rendered to Hazard in 
the past, and which Hazard deserves. Mount Mary wishes the 
\ppalachian Hospital well The reason for all our efforts is 
survival with dignity.

childbirth. 

She was educated at the best schools in the Under! 

St tes aid Europe, studying the arts and all the social 
graces that refined and polished young women of her 
high social standing. 

Vet one of her greatest accomplishments in later 
\o irs wa- to establish the Frontier Graduate School t 
Midwifery, where her dwn students studied not the 
gracious arts but the very practical science of child 
delivery. 

Her efforts in the m lunlains of Kentucky result- I 
m th<* safe delivery of over 12,000 hahies between 1925 
and 1955. yet her own life was one of personal 
tragedy when both her children died youn- 

A w -man frail of body, her physical exploits on 
Kentucky's mountain frontier make the i-M'iu-’-* > f 
earlier pioneers pale in comparison. Ford-.n swollen

Kentucky where she died May 1*1. 198a. al the age of

For while the deeds of her famous awes! rs live 
on in mustv history books, her deeds live on in whole 
generati'wis f living people who. whether they know 
il or not have their own distinguished ancestor in 
Mrs Marv Breckinridge, founder of the Frontier Nurs- 
ing Service Trulv . she was the guardian angel of the 
K< -ducky mountains.

Wide neighborhoods” Is Tribute To Mrs. Breckinridge And FNS , 

.... ... . .. . . i i full toe’s and Hannah's hands tremble 



Many people who knew of Mery Breckinridge 
and her work as founder of tho Frontior Nursing Ser- 
vice have been moved to attempt tribute* to tho grost 
lady sine# hor death last Sunday. But perhaps th* 
best tribute to FNS and to its foundor it hor own 
fascinating book, “WIDE NEIGHBORHOODS," publish- 
ed in 1952. To call the public's attention to this re- 
markable volume, w* reprint th* following excerpt, 
an account of a particularly exciting and touching 
episode from tho early days of FNS. Th# narrator of 
this passage is Mr* Breckinridge. Tho book is available 
at Bobby Oavis Memorial Library.

The remark has been made that today 
the national religion of America is “Jumbo, 
ism”.

We stand in awe of 
the big businesses — large incomes, large 
staffs, large profits. We seek out the financial 
institutions which have made the best records 
and talk of them to our neighbors 

One of the first questions we ask mini, 
sters or laity of the church in which they serve 
is. How many members do you have?, and 
there is a look of decided disappointment if 
it is not one to be “ah.ing" over.

When Jesus would feed the crowd of pro. 
pie who waited on His preaching He turned to 
a little boy with five loaves and Iwo fishes — 
just a small lunch which he had brought with 
Him for the day. 

When the Master would show the true 
significance of His Kingdom He spoke of a 
grain of mustard seed that would grow into a 
tree wherein the birds might build their nests. 

TCie Christian movement began in a very 
small way— One Man, Jesus, who gathered 
twelve other men about Him to teach them 
and show them the way which they would in 
turn show to others. 

John Wesley, the Qpiscopal rector, once 
said, Give me one hundred men who fear 
nothing hut God and hate nothing but sin. and 
1 will turn the world upside down. Well, he 
just about did it for even the historian realized 
the signticance of that movement which he 
said, saved England from a revolution such as 
had torn Prance from one end to the other. 
But Jesus had one.eighth of that number and 
His Gospel, His life of service remain today as 
a pattern of life for all men. 

And so the little services we may render 
to one another must no longer be insignificant. 
The little moments that we are given one 
after another in an hour or a day are no longer 
unimiportaot — they are our chance to make 
a life. The little ones in our homes and on 
our street and in our Sunday Schools take on 
new values.
